Capt. Owen said that when he left 


Germany last May the general tone of 
the German officers and soldiers, phy- 
sicians and attendants was very opti- 
mistic.

only a short time when Germany would 
defeat the allies.

He is of the opinion that Germany 


will not break from- the inside. 
He 


thinks that they will stick together 
and fight to the last ditch, and that if 
they are broken they must be broken 
from- tho outside.

"Victory first; then peace." 
This Is the manner in which French

France ex-press themselves, when tha 
subject of an armistice is discussed. 


The same idea runs through 
the 


minds of all the allied armins, where 
men have seen their comrads die and 
where the fooling is that they have died 
in vain unless victory ia absolute.

Tobacco in Alaska 


Growing oi tobacco in a region of 


Icebergs, brown bear and wild goat 
sounds a bit fanciful, but it is a reality 
in the land of many wonders. Thirty 
miles from Juneau, Alaska, on a ranch 
owned by ono Jack Johnson, near the 
mouth of the Tagru river, tobacco has 
been planted in the valley within sight 
of an iceberg,'. The plants have grown 
three feet high and 
have leaves 30 


inches long. Their planting, however, 
was an accident, for Johnson, in buy- 
ing some seeds, * found 
the 
tobacco 


seeds among his order and more for 
fun 
than 
expectation 
of 
success, 


planted them. Tobacco growing, how- 
evnr, according to natives, was com- 
mon among them before the advent of 
many white men. Some of them tell jf 
planting tobacco seed in little boxes, 
later'transplanting it to the open spots 
where ashes had been scattered or old 
loss burned, then of hanging up the 
leaves and curing' them 
with smoke 


from alder wood. Some of the aged 
natives even assert that cured tobacco 
was mixed well with dried alder hark 
and burned shells, the ingredients then 
ground fine and used as snuff.

Object of the Pan-Russian 


Convention Work Report- 
ed to Washington 


WASHINGTON, Oct. S.—Immediate 


aims of the new Russian provisional 
government formed at the pan-Russian 
convention at Ufal last month include 
liberation of Russian from the power of 
the Bolshevik Soviets, repudiation of 
the Brest-Litovsk treaty, restoration 
of treaties with the allied nations and 
continuation of the war against the 
German coalition. 


These alms, along with those affect- 
ins the internal affairs of Russia.-are 
outlined in the text of the act consti- 
tuting: the supreme power of Russia 
which was received today by the Rus- 
sian embassy from the provisional gov- 
ernment. 


The act was approved by the conven- 


tion, which was composed of represen- 
tatives of all governments and parties 
In Russia except the Bolshevik! and the 
forces which first opposed the constit- 
uent assembly which was overthrown 
by the Bolsheviki. 


The new government 
is 
expected 


speedily to bring some measure of or- 
der out of the chaos in Russia ai(d the 
allied governments are understood to 
hope that it eventually will become 
one with which they may deal. 


In its interior policy the provisional 


government announces these aims: 


"Creation of a single and powerful 


Russian army beyond the influence of 
political 
parties, 
and 
subordinate, 


through its military chief, to the Rus- 
sian provisional government. 


"He-establishment in the liberated 


parts of Russia of democratic munici- 
palities actually guaranteeing general 
security and public order. 


"Development of productive forces of 


the country, with the aid of private 
capital, as well as Russian and for- 
eign, and of personal initiative. 


"Legal regulation of commerce and 


industry. 


"Development of labor 
legislation, 


protection of labor and regulation of 
the conditions of employment and dis 
charge of workmen." 


Relative to questions of supplies the 


government stands for abolition of 
state monopoly of wheat, and abolition 
of fixed prices continuing at tho same 
time to regulate distribution of prod- 
ucts existing in insufficient, and will 


organize state warehouses with 
the 


aid of private commerce and co-op- 
erative societies. 


The national convention it was an- 


nounced was composed of the present 
members of tho constituent assembly 
and representatives 'of tho temporary 
government of Siberia, 
the regional 


eovernmrmt of the Ural, the tempor- 
ary government of Esthonia of the 
cossacks of Orenburg, Urals, Siberia, 
Irkutsk, Semlrfltnhensk. Unissei 
and 


Astrakhan.; .of tho -government of the 
Bashkirs, the Kioguls, the Turkestan 
and the Turko-Tartara of. interior Rus- 
sia and Siberia; of the convention of 
municipalities and Zemstvos of Siberia, 
the Ural and Volga and of the follow- 
ing1 parties and organizations:

Owing to Maltreatment— 


Yanks Objects of Hatred 


BOSTON. Ovt. S.—"The German treat- 


ment of "war prisoners is something 
awful," cald Capt. Daniel Owen of the 
British Royal Air Force at tho Boston 
City club last evening- in an Interview,

Uerman war prisons for six months 
prior to his exchange last May. lie 
lost the sight of one eyu largely owing 
to maltreatment, and when he was ex- 
changed he was so weak he didn't caxo 
much whether ha lived or died. 


But he looks hala and hearty now. 


He waa captured after being shot -in 
ths eye when 14,000 feet In the air and 
a plunge to earth with a wounded ob- 
server. 


That occurred In Louraine just a. 


year ago.-some 20 miles inside the Ger- 
man lines. 


Capt. Owen Is a Kdva Scotian barris-

In.his opinion the allies have the air

Capt. O*YCU'S Story

I—Avoid contact with other people so far as possible. 
Especially avoid 
crowds indoors, m 


street cars, theatres, motion picture houses, and other places of public assemblage. 


2—Avoid persons suffering from "colds," sore throats and coughs. • 
3_A\-oid chilling of the body or livinp; in rooms of temperature below 65 dejrrees or above 72. 


4—Sleep aud work in clean fresh air. 
5—Keep your hands clean and keep them out of your mouth. 
G—Avoid expectorating in public places and see that others do likewise. 


7-—Avoid visiting the sick. 
8—Eat plain, nourishing food and avoid alcoholic stimulants. 
9—Cover your nose with your handkerchief when you sneeze, your mouth when yon cough. _ Change 


handkerchiefs 'frequently. 
Promptly disinfect soiled handkerchiefs by boiling or washing with soap 


and water. 


10—Don't worry, and keep your feet warm. 
Wet feet demand prompt attention. 
Wet clothes 


aro dangerous and must be removed as soon as possible. 


WHAT TO DO IF YOU HAVE INFLUENZA: 


1—If you get a cold, go to berl in a well ventilated room. 
Keep warm. 


2—Keep away from otter people.
